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REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS.

The Southern Baptist Convention in segsion at Hot Springs in 
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of our Foreign Mission work, 
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pared with Southern Baptist numbers and wealth, and what they are 
doing for other objects and what others are doing for Foreign Mis- 
sions, this qmount is small. 

The Foreign Mission fields represent a thousand millions of peo- 
ple, the most destitute and needy of all the inhabitants of the earth. 
The work cpnducted includes everything that our people and our 
churches ond ding at home. A Million and a Half Dollars for this 
work will nat equal a tenth.of what we are diong on the same lines 
for the thirty odd millions who life-in the South, to say nothing of 
the help which other Christians ahd denominations are giving to pro- 
vide religioug privileges for the pedple at home. A Million and a Half 
Dollars is a} great advance upon what we have been doing, and we 
will have to} betstir ourselves to realize it, but it does not measure 
our full duty in this matter. 

God’s blessings are upon Foreign Missions. Even the war is help_ 
ing instead of hindering this great enterprise which Southern Bap- 
tists are conilucting. There were 6,290 baptisms last year. We have 
now 464 churches on all the fields, of which 141 have assumed self- 
support. We have a church membership above 53,000 with 715 Sun- 
day schools ‘enrolling more than 34,000 scholars. In other schools 
which we are conducting we have enrolled 9,000 scholars. We are 
conducting theological schools in Japan, China, Africa, Italy, South 
America. have but few doctors under appointment, and yet these 
gave more than 100,000 treatments last year. By His blessing upon 
the work Gol is inviting us to enlarge it. 

Eighteen new missionaries were appointed in June and many 
others are grpatly needed. Doors of opportunity are open everywhere. 

Every pastor and evey chuch in the association is adrnonished to 
lay lage plank, organize the forces, and press vigorously the greastest 
campaign wé have ever undertaken for Foreign Missions Every 
Christian in this nation is at this time called distinctly to this inter- 
national Christian'service. This association should undertake to raise 
a worthy part of the Million and.a Half Dollars, and every church 
should per 5 a increase its ‘contribution ‘proportionately. The 
amount of increase for the whole South is 75 per cent. We recom- 
mend that the chuches of the association attempt the same increase.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 


Our Saviour said to his Disciples: “Ye shall be witnesses unto 
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me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth.” From this as well as elsewhere in 
God’s Word we learn that all Missions are one, and put upon an 
equal basis. No Christian has a right to favor one Mission while 
opposing another, for “the field is the world.” Our Saviour says: 
“Go ye, therefore, and make disciples of all the nations,” and to do 
this most effectively we must first establish the work in “Jerusalem 
and all Judea,” and to us this means in all Mississippi. State Mis- 
sions is basal work. It lies at the foundation of all Missions, and un- 
less we are strong and well supplied at home we can never be strongly 
aggressive abroad. Any cause, however good, that takes precedence 
over our State Mission is of place, and is but satisfying its pres- 
ent hunger with the seed corn of the future. A Christian people 
who neglect their own weak fields are not fit to be trusted with home 
or foreign missions. If we love not our brother whom we have seen, 
how can we love our brother whom we have not seen By our fruits 
at home we are judged abroad, It is unwise and unbibical to lengthen 
our cords unless we first strengthen our stakes at’ home 

In Missions as in war, a strong home base is all important. Am- 
erica is powerful abroad because she is strong at home. No country 
would undertake a foreign war without giving specific attention to 
home fortifications. In giving to State Missions we are helping all 
departments of our Missionary work for we thus create that home 
y for aggressive work. State Missions help to es- 
tablish and stengthen our churches from which-must come the mis- 


sionaries and money with which to carry on our work abroad. Com- 
pare the amounts received for missions now with former years when 
we had not as yet established that list of churchces from which now 
comes the ever increasing stream of missionary endeavor. Fight years 
avo we raised scarcely $26,000.00 for State Missions, but now lay down 
at His feet, whose we are and whom we serve, close to $40,000.00. 
according to the statistics gathered by Dr. Tansing Bur- 
Baptist Convention, there are 172,- 
480 white Baptists, while the negroes report 290,000, This makes 
462,000 Baptists in Mississippi. At the same time there are at least 
1,600 churches. While in our mission work this year we are keeping 
in the field 12 general missionaries assisting over 200 churches to 
pay their pastor, co-operating with the general association and the 
Home Board in work among the Indians, helping the negroes in. their 
theological work at Jackson, and helping to build thirty houses of 


worship. 

Again we ought to sustain State Missions in an aggressive and 
ever enlarging work from a patriotic standpoint, from a pure love 
of ones own people, and righteousness and truth makes the greatest 
sacrifices to bring the greatest amount of intelligence and integrity, 
the highest mora development, the best citizenship, the happiest 
homes and the strongest churches. These are some of the purposes 
and fruits of our State Mission work. No higher type of patrtoiism 
can be displayed than that which supplies ones own peovle with the 
Gosnel. Our Lord loved Galilee and wept over Jerusalem. True 
patriotism and the scriptures appeal to every Mississippi Baptist

eries, canned goods, dried fruit, and all that it takes to make the 
children happy. We also recommend that.our pastors and people ex- 
ercise great care in sending the children to this heme, and sending only 
those who cannot be cared for in any other way, and pray for God’s 
richest blessings to rest on them and the home.

The terms Home Missions with us means the missio nwork of 
3aptist in all the South and in Cuba and Panama Canal Zone. The 
work is under the direction of the Home Mission Board of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention and the Board is located at Atlanta, Ga., with 
Dr. B D. Gray as corresponding secretary. 

We raised about $600,000.00 for this work last year and are out 
for one million dollars this year. The Board helps in all the states. 
Also does Mountain Mission school work, work with foreigners, ne- 
groes, Indians. and also has. 25 evangelists, including one to the deaf 
and dumb. ‘The Church Building and Loan fund is under direction 
o fthis Board and is soon to complete the $1.000,000 fund. This Home 
Mission work is one of the big works of our denomination, There were 
more than 18,000 Baptisms the past year. We also do work on a 
large scale with our soldier boys in camps and across the sea at the 
battle front. i R. A. KIMBROUGH, Com.
